Experiment 
Conducted To 
Combat Erosion 


NEIDPATH, Sask. — Modern 
agricultural methods are stead- 
ily closing in*on such enemies 
of the Saskatchewan farmer as 
wind and water erosion. 


At Neidpath recently, a gully a 
quarter of a mile long, several feet 
wide and from two and a half to | 
three feet in depth Was filled in the 
span of a few hours by two one-way 
discs drawn by tractors, and a crop 
of brome grass sown that will anchor 
the soil for years to come. 

This experiment is one of many of 
its kind that will take place in Sask- 
atchewan this summer and was con- 
ducted jointly by A. Woodall of the 
Dominion experimental station, P. W. 
Coolican, agricultural representative, 
and Walter Vanharlem, soil ' expert 
from the University of Saskatche- 
wan, 

Purpose of the demonstration was 
to show that gullies of this type 
which had been the result of wind 
or water erosion could be overcome 
by the proper use of the implements 
found on every farm.

Measure into large bowl, 24 ¢. luke- 
warm water, 1 tbs. granulated sugar; 
stir until sugar is dissolved. Sprinkle 
with 3 envelopes Fleischmann's Royal 
Fast Rising Dry Yeast.

Panama Urges 
Adoption Of 
World Calendar 


LAKE SUCCESS. — That. old 
school ditty “thirty days has 
September” will be useless if 
Panama has its way in the Unit- 
ed Nations. 


Panama urges that the 59 United 
Nations members adopt a new “world 
calendar” to replace the Gregorian 
calendar which, its detractors say, 
“causes unending disorder and con- 
fusion to all levels of society.” 

The problem of calendar reform 
has been proposed by Panama as a 
subject which should be taken up by 
the fall session of the General As- 
sembly, 

In a memorandum issued with the 
proposal, Panama says the World 
Calendar idea has strong support of 
41 countries and scores of business 
leaders and organizations. The Mon- 
treal and Ottawa Boards of Trade 
are among Canadian organizations 
endorsing the proposed calendar. 

The World Calendar would provide 
an unvarying calendar every year. 
It would retain the present 12 
months but would divide the year in- 
to four equal quarters of 91 day, 
each, 

Each month would contain 26 
working days plus Sundays. Days 
and dates would, agrte from year to 
year and holidays would be perma- 
nently fixed. 

Panama suggests the calendar 
could be put into effect Jan. 1, 1951, 
which is the next time the Gregorian 
and World Calendars would coincide. 
If action is not taken then, the next 
time the change could be made easily 
would be in 1956. 


The World Calendar would provide 
two new holidays. 

1. Worldsday—the 365th day of 
the year would be an international 
holiday each year to promote unity 
of mankind. 

2. Leapyear day—Another interna- 
tional holiday which would be inter- 
posed between June 30 and July 1 
each year, 

The supporters of the new calen- 
dar say in education and transpor- 
tation alone it would save millions 
of dollars annually by eliminating 
the necessity of making new sched- 
ules every year.

France has issued a new stamp to 
mark French participation in Polar 
exploration, The stamp shows ex- 
plorers by dog team crossing ice in 
Polar waters, with the northern 
lights in full display overhead, The 
stamp calls attention to the many 
stamps which have been issued by 
other countries to such Polar ex- 
ploration, 


Although Canada has vast North 
Polar regions and Canadians have 
done considerable exploration there, 
no stamp has as yet been issued to 
mark such exploration work. The 
United States has done some Polar 
exploration, but no stamp has as yet 
been issued to mark R. E, Peary’s 
arrival at the North Pole in 1909, 
while a stamp-was issued in 1933 to 
mark the exploration work of Ad- 
miral Richard Byrd in the Antarctic. 


Chile has not issued a stamp to 
its Antarctic explorations, but issued 
stamps in 1947 showing its claims to 
the Antarctic regions, on the sector 
principle right to the South Pole. 
Great Britain, through stamps of the 
Falkland Islands Dependencies also 
shows a map of the Antarctic regions 
and its claims to the South Pole, 
based on occupation and on explora- 
tion done by British scientists, 

Germany has not explored the 
North Pole regions, but a German 
airship, the “Graf Zeppelin” flew 
over the North Pole in 1931, and 
German airmail stamps were over- 
printed for the flight. Norwegians 
have done considerable North Polar 
exploration, and in 1935 Norway is- 
sued a set showing a polar bear 
watching a plane, to mark Roald 
Amundsen's attempted flight to the 
North Pole. Amundsen and explorer 
Fridtjof Nansen have also been hon- 
ored,with a stamp in the 1947 Nor- 


er), showing immigrants arriving a 
wegian post-office commemorative 
issue. 


But probably most North Polar ex- 
ploration stamps have been released 
by Russia, marking flights and ex- 
peditions into the Arctic areas, In 
1938 there were several sets to flights 
of Russian airmen to and across the 
North Pole and ending in the north- 
western United States. There was 
also a set that year to the rescue 
of the Papanin North Pole Expedi- 
tion by ship, Airmail stampg of Rus- 
sia feature a set issued in 1931 to 
the “Graf Zeppelin’s” flight across 
the North Pole, and a map stamp 
of the Polar regions to Russian 
aerial and ship expeditions in 1932.

The Smithsonian Institution members of search parties sent out 
about 100 years ago to look for Sir 
Jolfh Franklin, reported numerous 
old village sites with ruins of crude 
houses made of stone and whale- 
bones.

The stone and whalebone houses, 
Collins said, were probably made by 
Eskimos of the Thule culture 500 to 
800 years ago. Thule sites are found 
farther south in the Canadian Arctic 
but their relation to the northern 
ruins is as yet undetermined, The 
search may also turn up new facts 
about the Dorset Eskimos, a mysteri- 
ous race which preceded the Thules. 

Scientists believe the migrations 
across the northern islands were in 
slow stages and by scattered groups, 
Among the things Collins hopes to 
establish is the approximate rate of 
movement, 

He may also be able to learn 
whether the stone and whalebone vil- 
lages were set up as permanent or 
as resting places for a people con- 
sciously moving north and east.

Goldeyes Seen 


| OTTAWA.—Whether it comes 
\from Lake Winnipeg or not, tha 
delicately - flavored pan - tisk 
|known far and wide as ‘'Winni- 
|}peg Goldeye”’ is going to be ex- 
ported from two of the western 
provinces in increasing quanti- 
ties this year. 

In great demand both in Eastern 
Canada and the United States, Win- 
jnipeg Goldeye, has been caught in 
great quantities for many years in 
Lake Winnipeg. Indigenous to many 
lakes outside the boundaries of Mani- 
|toba, the fish has nevertheless come 
to be known as Winnipeg Goldeye 
and is marketed far and wide under 


that name. 
Last year, however, Alberta cut 
into the Goldeye business in an im- 


portant way when someone discover- 
ed a virgin lake (Lake Claire) in 
Wood Buffalo Park, Alberta, which 
was just teeming with Goldeye, Ap- 
|parently the lake had never been 
fished commercially, and last year 
parties went in and brought out large 
quantities of the fish which were 
shipped to the States or to Ontario 
and Quebec, 

This year, according to Dr. G, R,

CANADIAN FISHING INDUSTRY 
TO RECEIVE FEDERAL SUPPORT 


Best news for Canada’s fishing 
.industry in many a day came re- 
cently in Fisheries Minister May- 
hew’s announcement of a five-year 
program for the realization of the 
great fish potential of this country, 
now the greatest in the world since 
the admission of Newfoundland. In 
1948 the United States produced 
900,000,000 pounds of fish; Canada 
and Newfoundland produced 1,460, - 
1 000,000. 
| The federal government is going 
to the aid of this greatly expanded 
industry by (1) increasing the use 
of specially designed refrigerator 
cars for fish haulage; (2) estab- 
lishing terminal warehouses in 
large cities, especially Montreal 
and Toronto, for better handling 
of fish; (3) special steps to im- 
prove retail distribution and get 
highest quality fish to consumers; 
(4) an expanded advertising pro- 
gram to get people to eat more fish.

CANADIAN PUREBRED 
CATTLE FOR ITALY 


In November 1948, four Holstein- 
Friesian bulls, valued at $15,000, 
were flown to Italy via New York, 
marking the first shipment of Can- 
adian purebred cattle to that count- 
ry. In March of this year an addi- 
tional eleven head 
flown from Malton to Italy, 
first such air shipment direct from 
Canada to Europe. 

These small shipments proved to 
be the forerunner of a large ship- 
ment of 125 purebred Holstein-Frie- 
sian heifers which are now on their 
| way to Italy by steamer. 

, Italian breeders have expressed 
| great satisfaction with Canadian 
purebred Holstein-Friesian cattle, 
and it is expected that further or- 
ders will be placed in this eountry.
